In opening, Sir Wilfrid deprecated

Sir Wilfrid went on to compare the 
records of the two parties to the pre- 
sent. He said, the principles actu- 
ating each, “task conservatives at 
this meeting,” he declared, “do you re- 
cognize in’.the present mixture of 
jingoism, toryism and nationalism, the 
old conservative party of Sir John A. 
MacDonald? At the last election two 
years ago the Jiberal party was de- 
feated. lam abeliever in government 
for the people by the people. The peo- 
ple can make mistakes and they made 
one then, but we still stand by our 
convictions, and it is our purpose, ta 
convert the people io « better way of 
thinking.” Ly aa | 

Referring to: the present goyern- 
ment the liberal leader charged them 
with forgetting Canadian interests by 
“dabbling in imperial affairs.” Home 
affairs, he jdeclared, demanded more 
attention than any imperial question, 
and he urged Mr. Borden to leave the 
empire to Mr. Asquith, Sir Wilfrid 
then quoted statistics of the British 
board of trade, showing that while the 
cost of living In the British Isles had 
increased only seven per cent., in Can- 
ada it had increased 51 per cent. He 
then referred to a surplus of $50,000,- 


000 in the Dominion treasury, and 
averred that the government should 
not take so much money out of the 


pockets of the people when the cost 
of living was so high, “This state of 
things cannot last,” Sir Wilfrid said, 
“we must revise the tariff.” 

The speaker then mentioned that the 
liberals had been told the tarif was 
their own; that it was: passed by Mr. 
Fielding in 1897. ‘Phat is true. Sir 
Wilfrid admitted, “but that tariff was 
not made for all eternity.” Fle urg- 
ed the government to a revision, ad- 
mitting such a revision was a reliable 
operation, but then told them not to 
hesitate, and do what has to be done. 
“And if you are not able to do it,” he 
stated, “make way for better men. We 


have done it) once, and can do-it 
again.” 
On the naval question Sir Wilfrid 


referred to the four imperial confer- 
ences he had attended, and the con- 
sistent attitude he had maintained that 
Canada would attend to her own de- 
fence by sea as well as land, accord- 
ing as her wealth permitted. The em- 
pire, he declared, could only levy on a 
basis of local autonomy, When Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, Canada and South 
Africa had fleets of their own, we 
should all, he said, do a great deal for 


the peace of the world. <As_ to 
the charges of disloyalty to the em- 
pire, Sir Wilfrid) declared) he would 


put every act of his 70 years of life 
against such accusations, “but at the 
same time,” he coneluded, ‘my loy- 
ally is not such that it oozes from 
my boots."

While 
he was having this done murmovrings 
wafted by his ear about the neressity 
of a shampoo, massage, hairsinge, | 
shave, hair-tonie, ete, ete, ete. | 

Palmer did not say that he wanted 
anything more than a haircut. But 
when he arose from the chair and was 
presented with a bill calling for aj 
payment of two whole dollars, he paid | 
had 
the proprietor summoned into court. 

Hi. Spencer Ralph, assistant city pro- 
secutor, cross-examined the defendant’ 
and explained to his worship the 
methods used by the average barber in 
running up enormous bills on patrons 
and the “honey combing” persuasions 
used by them. 

When all evidence In the case had 
been given from both sides, Magistrate 
Heffernan scathingly rebuked the tac- 
ties used by certain barbers upon sus- 
ceptible customers, and said that all 
such cases that came before him would 
receive a like penalty, .

Cassimere Malorgues, recently in

He had only $2.50 and a 
small package of clothing, which It is 
alleged were seized, money and pack- 
age, the latter to be held until Malor- 
gues came back with the other $2.09. 

Malorgues did come back, but not 
with the two dollars. Ho had Detec- 
tive Guertin with him. When an ex- 
planation was asked, the bill was 
knocked down to $38.50. This reduc- 
tion did not help matters any for the 
barbers, and Edwards and the proprie- 
tor were hailed into court, 

idwards stated plainly that the 
complainant's head was “lousy.” Again 
did Assistant Prosecutor Ralph cross- 
examine both the complainant and de- 
fendants, with the result that Magi- 
strate Heffernan imposed a fine of $25 
and costs, with the alternative of one 
month’s hard labor on Edwards, and 
ordered that $1 be refunded to Malor- 
gues, together with the return of the 
elothing that the barbers had seized.

jSEE SUMMERLAND. 
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THE PENALTY WHICH THE 
OPPOSITION WILL PAY. 

As the controversy in the legislature over the Waterways legislation wears wearingly 
along it becomes increasingly evident that the purpose of the opposition is to make blank 
cartridges for itself to be used in a demonstration before the electors of the province with 
the hope of showing that they are the sturdy phalanx fighting for government ownership of 
railways.- 

What the conservatives are contending is that the government should do something 
which the privy council has said must not be done. The conservatives understand the 
effect of the privy council judgment quite as well as does the government side of the house. 
They know quite well thai, were the government to attempt to eliminate one party to the 
agreement by appropriating the incorporation of the Waterways railway, there would be 
furnished by this act the opening for litigation which would again take the case to the privy 
council, in which litigation the province would be in the same position, to all intents. and 
purposes, as it was before, the position of attempting to eliminate one of the parties to the 
security given the bondholders, and that the result could not be otherwise than to delay the 
construction of the railway and eventually to force the province back into the position where 
it is today. ; 

This is the crux and kernel of the whole matter, and the conservatives know. it’ full 
well. They know that all their talk is mere persiflage. No one is more fully aware than 
they that their hours and days of empty words are beside the question, and that the only 
effect of what they are doing is to delay the date when a commencement will be made upon 
the construction of the railway which is to be Edmonton’s best feeder from the north. But 
ne they continue to talk, warming over day after day the same old hash of language and 
igures. : 
The conservatives talk government ownership only when they know government 
ownership is impossibie, and when they know that the effect of their talk must be the delay 
of development. Were their national leader, R. L. Borden, sincere upon the question, or 
were the conservative party at Oltawa sincere, the leader and the party at the federal capital 
would have taken advantage of the opportunity presented at the last session and have 
nationalized at least one of the transcontinentals instead of dipping into the public treasury 
fora gigantic gift to fasten more securely the hold of private ownership upon the dominion. 
But this is the way of the conservative party both in Edmonton and in Ottawa, to profess 
one policy and to perform another, : 

When, in the fulness of time, the legislation has been ratified, the road constructed 
and the country opened to settlement, and when the north country is pouring its wealth into 
the lap of Edmonton, this much will remain in the public consciousness that the conservative 
party is the party which fought the settlement of the question which has already held the 
rorth locked up for so long, and that it was they who, by their opposition after opposition 
was impotent, placed every barrier in the way of the opening of Alberta’s hinterland.
